Figures 7A & 7B should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because 
only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims.

Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification 
to add the reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

(1 ) On page 3, line 7 of paragraph [8], "ITO strip 12" should be corrected to "ITO 
strip 102" . 

(2) On page 10, in last line of paragraph [51], "counter electrode 512" should be 
corrected to "counter electrode 51 3". 

Appropriate corrections are required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kanno et al. (US 6614177), and further in view of AAPA (applicant's admitted prior art). 

Regarding claim 6, Kanno et al. disclose a method of fabricating an organic EL 
display panel (Fig 1) forming an ITO strip being a transparent electrode (12) so as to 
apply anode onto a glass substrate (11); forming a counter electrode (bus electrode13) 
in a grid form (see Fig 1 ), so as to have a width smaller than that of the ITO, forming a 
first insulating layer (20) and barrier rib (30), serially forming an organic El layer (16) 
and a cathode strip (scan electrode 17). 

However, Kanno et al. is silent about adhering a seal cover to the glass substrate 
by using a sealant. 

However, AAPA, in Fig 1 shows that it is well known and old to use a seal cover 
(109) attached to the glass substrate by a sealant (108) in order to protect the moisture 
sensitive organic El layer. 

Thus, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to adhering a seal cover to the glass substrate of Kanno et 
al's organic EL device by a sealant since this will protect the organic El layer from 
outside environment. 
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Regarding claim 7, AAPA discloses forming a first ITO strip (102) includes 
simultaneously forming a second ITO strip (102A) having a width smaller than that of 
the first ITO between the barrier rib. AAPA further teaches that such formation of 
second ITO strip facilitates later process of forming cathode strips (105, see Paragraph 
[1 1 ] of instant specification). 

Thus it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to simultaneously form second strip of ITO in order to facilitate 
the formation of cathode. 

Regarding claim 8, Kanno et al. disclose that the forming counter electrode (13) 
in grid form includes forming counter electrode in combination of plurality of polygons 
(see Fig 1). 

Regarding claim 9, AAPA teaches expanding the insulating layer a 
predetermined area, including the cross section point between the counter electrode 
and the sealant and to the area of the glass substrate so as to be formed on a periphery 
of the organic EL layer (see Fig 1 of instant application). The same reason for combing 
as in claim 6 applies. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests 
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an organic EL layer comprising all the limitations of claim 1 , particularly comprising the 
limitation of counter electrode is formed at a crossing point between the counter 
electrode and the sealant. 

Claims 2-5 are allowed being dependent on allowed base claim 1 .
